actual railroads, it is nevertheless en- 
•courag'mg. It shows that th« desira- 
bility of this groat valley as ft field for 


railroad enterprise is recognized,and that 
sooner or later the construction of the 
roads necessary to the 
full develop- 


ment of our natural resources will begin. 


The latest promoter to come to the 


•front is B. 0. dishing, ex-mayor of 
Omaha and a prominent railroad 
con- 


tractor. Hu is now stopping in San 
Francisco, and the, object of his visit is 
to arrange for the construction of n road 
irom that city through the tfan Jooqnin 
valley to eastern connections at Salt 
Lake. The read would penetrate the 
rich mineral districts of Southern Utah, 
•where an abundance of coal can be pro- 
cured, which could he delivered on this 
coast at from $:> to $ 1 a ton. 
Mr. Gush- 


ing bnilt 1000 miles of the Burlington 
and Missouri river road, and was also 
instrumental in. the construction ol the 
Cincinnati Southern, 
He thinks the 


proposed road can be built at * cost of 
$16,000 a mile. 


The KKPUBUCAN has in the past tuitdo 


* good ninny railroad predictions, hut it 
is oot doing any prognosticating in that 
lineatpreeent. It has learned by ex 
perienci* that there ia a vast difference 
between railroads on paper and those 
•which curry freight at less than the 
traffic will bear. It believesj .however, 
that the road outlined by Mr. Cuahing 
•will be built Eonie day, anil that it is 
now an entirely practicable enterprise, 
giving as it would direct connection be- 
tween sections of the country rich in 
dissimilar productions, and aieo giving 
a competing outlet to eastern markets. 
It will, at any rate, bo a good thing to 
have the proposition investigated hr a 
practical railroad man.

poao of being a candidate for the UntLuil 
States senate. I think tho people of the 
elate of California owe it to inc. 


This is language BO Btranpe (tint it 


might load to the suspicion that Mr. 
cte YOODR does not fully appreciate tho 
dignity pertaining to tho high office to 
which he aspires. The people "owit" a 
United States senatorship to no man. 
There is none BO distinguished or ao 
great, none whose public services have 
been so important that a eenatorahip is 
owed to him. The office is enthely 
within the free gift of the people, to be 
bestowed by them on whom they will. 
Often this prerogative is abused in its 
•axerniae by their representatives, but it 
exiata nevertheless, and is so universally 
rdcognited that it may be questioned H 
Mr. de Yonng has not introduced an 
absolutely unique idea in his theory 
that a senatorehip may be owed to any- 
body. Bach a thing as a popular obli- 


gation does not exist in the matter, nor 
- could it while -Tepiihlicfln institutions 


are Bach as/thBy are. The assertion 
may be ma'de general: There is no 
office ia ttt4 United States so humble 
that it ca^i be owed to anybody. The 
humblest constable in the land is and 
must be such by the free pift of a people 


^who as citizens owed him absolutely 


nothing, and if this be true of such an 
officer, certainly not the less must it be 
ao of a United States senator. 


Mr. de Young's theory of a public ob- 


ligation to him is based on the claim 
that he has "workod for years for thi 
interests of the people of this state.' 
Granting that this is true, it is a fact to 
be earnestly considered by the people 
(or their representatives), but it in no 
way obligates them to place the sena- 
torial toga on bis shoulders. It is en- 
tirely conceivable in a general way tliat 
A man may have rendered most import- 
ant services to the public and yet be un- 
.desirable as a United States senator. In 
brief, the theory of earning or being 
owed a senatorahip must fall to the 
ground however one may view it. If 
Mr, de Young shall be elected to tlie 


kJenate it at any rate cannot he because 
BHhjgeojje owe him that office. They 
do not owe it to anyone.
